At least eight of 
those must ratify the contract, 
and the number of workers 
voting for the contract must be 
a majority of the total URW 
members working in Goodyear 
plants. 


Laws said the entire process, if 


everything went smoothly, 
would take a couple of weeks 
before workers return to their 
jobs in Lincoln.

Nebraskans will begin paving record-high 


state taxes in 19 days. Pocketbooks will be 
affected from the grocery store to slightly 
shrunken paychecks. 


The sates tax will go up from 2M* to 3t on 


the dollar Sept. 1. That means 4% for Lincoln, 
Omaha, and Bellevue residents who pay a 
piggybacked 1% city sales tax. North Platte 
will fall into that category Oct. 1. 


The state income tax goes from 15% to 17% 


of an individual's federal tax liability. That 
means more dollars will be withheld from pay. 
For each 11,000 a Nebraskan must pay on 1976 
income, he will have to cough up 120 more 
than on his previous year's payment. 


"This is a rather painful meeting that we are 


faced with today," Gov. J. James Exon said 
when he convened the emergency session of 
the State Board of Equalization and Assess- 
ment. 
Board members unanimously approved the 


higher tax rates, recommended by the Exon 
administration because revenue has not kept 
pace with appropriations. 


According to Revenue Department projec- 


tions the state illegally would have gone into 
the hole by approximately $48.8 million 
without hiking taxes. The new rates are es- 
timated to provide the state with a surplus of 


between $15.8 million and $33.8 million next 
July. 


The board in April held to current tax rates, 


optimistic that economic predictions would 
stand. After a lengthy discussion Thursday 
about the $40 million error in income tax 
revenues, members agreed the rates had to go 
up. 


That came after Exon drew laughter when 


he rolled his eyes, saying, "Now we have to 
have at least three votes to pass that." It was a 
political reference. The governor and his ap- 
pointee, Tax Commissioner William E. Peters 
are Democrats. The three Republican 
members are State Auditor Ray A. C. John- 
son, Secretary of State Allen Beermann and 
Treasurer Frank Marsh. 


Exon expressed regrets that the board bad 


to impose the higher tax rates now "rather 
than Jan. 1, as we had hoped at our April 
meeting." 


The income tax hike is effective for calendar 


1976, and is linked to a corporate tax increase. 
The two-step corporate tax formula will move 
the rates from 3.75% of 4.25% for up to $25,000 
taxable income and from 4.125% to 4.675% on 
$25,000 or more. 


Peters said the rate trio "comes the closest 


to meeting" the dollars required, including the 
3% statutory overlevy of $13.8 million.

parent, the governor said. 


The board agreed earlier revenue projec- 


tions from the sales tax were accurate. The ad- 
ditional half-percent to be levied will produce 
about $30 million of the $48.8 million shortfall 
anticipated.

The board unanimously agreed to Beer- 


mann's motion to consider buying another 
recognized indicator package as well, to 
provide a cross-check or balance of projections 
for the Equalization Board to consider when it 
meets by Nov. 15 to set calendar 1977 tax 
rates. 


Exon pointed out that the legislative fiscal 


analyst's projections were also off by almost 
$30 million. 


Peters indicated the problem is nationwide, 


with exceptions. Texas, for example, "missed 
by $1 billion." He said unexpectedly high un- 
employment rates contributed to the Revenue 
Department's error because consumer 
patterns changed. 


And he defended the data used last Apnl, 


when "I was hopeful we were on a strong up- 
swing" as all projections showed. 


Marsh expressed concern about possibly 


coming up 10% short on receipts again even 
under the higher tax rates. Peters 
acknowledged they are subject to jerks in the 
economy. For starters, he said income from 
investment interest will be down sharply, 
because of fewer dollars in the general fund.

$25.9 Mi/lion County Budge* Juggled, Okayed

Lancaster County commissioners spent 


three hours Thursday juggling the books, and 
finally approved a budget that was about $22,- 
000 higher than the one presented during the 
pubbc bearing. 


The $25.9 million budget is up more than 


$3 million from last year's $22.7 million and 
will require an additional 10.27o in tax support 
from property owners. 


The 13.219 mill levy for this year means 


that a taxpayer who owns a $35,000 home will 
be paying $14.99 in additional county taxes. 


One mUl equals $1 per $1,000 in assessed 


property value, and property is assessed at 
35% of actual or appraised value. 


Last year the owner of the $35,000 home 


paid $146.94 in county taxes based on the 
11.995 levy. This year he will pay $161.93. 


Commissioners also approved $125,000 for 


rural library services, which will require about 
a 1.6 mill levy support from property owners 
outside Lincoln city limits. 


In three hours of number switching and 


split votes, the commissioners added one car 
and one radio to the sheriff department, $15,- 
000 for foster home care, more money for 
county clerk machine rental, about $3,000 in 
new and rented equipment for the county at- 
torney's office, $8,000 for bookkeeping 
machine rental and part-time help for the 
county treasurer and about $5,000 for county 
engineer programs. 


Federal revenue sharing rather than local 


tax money will cover most of the new expen- 
ditures. 


County Engineer Marv Nuernberger won 


most of his battle for what he termed a "com- 
promise." 


During the preliminary budget reviews 


the board cut about $350,000 from the 
engineer's three budget requests and put 
$100,000 into revenue sharing, earmarked for 
engineer purposes. 


Nuernberger asked commissioners to 


forget the revenue sharing and to put about 


$105,000 back into his budgets, which the 
board did. 


Bruce Hamilton, who earlier supported 


(with Jan Gauger) the original cuts, said that 
$5,000 might be a good price to pay for better 
cooperation between the board and the 
engineer. 


But commissioners were not ready to buy 


a $30,000 price tag for cooperation with Coun- 
ty Assessor Fritz Meyer — at least not all the 
strings attached. 


For $30,000, including addition of three 


permanent employes, Meyer told the board he 
could get the new and higher property values 
finished this year barring "things outside my 
control happening." 


The permanent employes, not the money, 


was the hitch to commissioners. Fearing that 
the county may have to start laying off 
employes before next year because of the 
fiscal crunch, commissioners have denied 
almost every request for additional permanent 
help in other departments. 


The fiscal crunch is a direct result of the 


delay in the property value update. 


Commissioners offered Fritz the 


employes, but only as part-time help and only 
from federal revenue sharing funds. 


Fritz wouldn't buy either part of the com- 


promise. 


Without full-time people, "I'm not going 


to get the job done," he promised. 


And because he would have no control 


over the revenue sharing funds, Fritz said he 
wouldn't take any of it. 


But commissioners added the money into 


revenue sharing anyway—at least $15,000 of it 
- with hopes that Meyer will "consider the 
importance of the update" and use the money. 


The vote was unanimous, with a reluctant 


yes from Bob Colin, who feared that com- 
missioners were wasting money on the update 
project, which may not even be approved by 
the state auditor's office when it is completed. 


"I get a feeling we're feeding a dead hog," 


said Colin.

in identifying the father of the 
child and collecting child sup­ 
port-payments from him.

If a mother is not excused by 
those limited exceptions and still 
refuses to cooperate, children in 
her family would remain eligible 
for welfare assistance but she 
herself would receive none, 
HEW said. 
Lou Hays, head of the child- 
support enforcement program at 
HEW, said he was not aware of 
any actual cases of physical 
harm to a mother or child 
resulting from the program to 
track down runaway fathers. But 
he added that some welfare 
departments had reported 
alleged threats from absent 
parents. 


The change was ordered by 
Congress a year ago, he said, but 
implementation was delayed 
because of the difficult policy 
questions it posed. 
“We wanted to protect the 
child but we didn't want to 
create a major loophole,” he 
said. 
The program, designed to 
force fathers to pay for the sup­ 
port of their children rather than 
passing the responsibility on to 
state and federal taxpayers, has 
resulted in a “substantial in­ 
crease’’ in child-support 
payments which ease the burden 
on welfare outlays, Hays said. 
An estimated $300 million in 
child-support payments was 
collected during the 12 months 
ending last July 1, he said, an in­ 
crease of between $50 million 
and $100 million over the 
previous year. Projections next 
year call for collections of about 
$400 million, he said.

Record Corn Crop Estimated 


Washington (AP) — The 
nation’s 1976 com crop, an im­ 
portant key to consumer food 
supplies through next summer, 
is expected to be a new record 
despite a loss of 6% during the 
two most critical growing 
months, 
according 
to 
Agriculture Department reports 
Thursday. 
“We should be seeing more 
meat, more pork, more milk, 
more chicken, more cheese — 
and those are big-ticket items,” 
Director of Economics Don 
Paarlberg said. 
On Aug 1, the new crop came 
to an estimated 6.19 billion 
bushels, the Crop Reporting 
Board said. The board’s July 1 
estimate showed production of 
6.55 billion bushels. 
If the August estimate holds, 
this crop would be 7% greater 
than the record 1975 harvest of 
5 77 billion bushels. 
Burning of crops in pockets of 
drought in the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
perhaps western Iowa did show 
up in the report, but the field 
surveys in the states where the 
bulk of the country’s grains are 
grown found good to excellent 
conditions. 
Thursday ’s report included the 
board’s first soybean estimates 
of the season based on actual 
field checks. It said the forecast 
is for production of 1.34 billion 
bushels of that increasingly im­ 
portant feed and food grain, 
down 12 per cent from last 
season. 


The department expects the 
bumper com crops to encourage 
livestock producers this coming 
winter to feed more, cheaper 
grain to their animals and keep 
the rates of meat production 
stable at their present high levels 
through next year. 
Without that, its economists 
say, rising consumer demand 
will push up the prices and lower 
farm-level demand will hurt 
grain farmers. 


The com crop is in its critical 
stages of growth and maturation 
in July and August in the key 
states, and USDA officials 
pointed out that good weather 
and normal rainfall this month 
are essential for the forecasts to 
hold. 
The board said that the 
national "all-crops” production 
index as of Aug. 1 averaged 
1.21% of the 1967 base year 
against which changes are 
measured. It was 1.22% for 1975. 
The immensity of the U.S. 
crop area is a principal reason 
why pockets of drought, despite 
their local economic severity, 
have little impact on total grain 
production. 
For example, the 2.25 million 
acres of com harvested last year 
in South Dakota is about one- 
36th of the acreage in production 
nationwide this year. 
The report said that 1976 
production of the four major 
livestock feed grains — com, 
oats, barley and sorghum — was 
estimated at 193 million metric 


tons of 2,205 pounds each, up 5% 
from last year. 
Total food grain output, in­ 
cluding wheat and rice, was 
reported at 62 million tons, 
down 3 per cent from last year. 
The wheat crop, second- 
largest on record, was estimated 
at 2,096,000,000 bushels, down 
2% from last year’s record 
harvest. In July, wheat produc­ 
tion was estimated at 2,040,456,- 
000 bushels. The 1975 crop was 
2,133,803,000 bushels. 
Officials said all wheat this 
year, including winter and 
spring-planted types, was es- 
pected to average 29.8 bushels 
per acre, compared with 29.1 in­ 
dicated in Ju ly and 30.6 
harvested last year. 
The sorghum crop was es­ 
timated at 789,279,000 bushels, 
up 4% from last year’s harvest. 
It was the USDA’s first forecast 
of 1976 sorghum production. The 
yield was put at 52.0 bushels per 
acre against 49 last year.

Belfast, Northern Ireland (UPI) - Calm 


returned to the battle-scarred streets of Belfast 
and Londonderry Thursday for the first time in 
five days, and wives, mothers and girlfriends 
marched in a demand for peace in Northern 
Ireland. 


"It's been the quietest day in the province in 


months," a spokesman for the British army said, 
dismissing minor stone-throwing in Londonderry, 
80 miles west of Belfast. 


A sprinkling of men joined a march of 1,200 


women from the Roman Catholic ghettos of West 
Belfast and marched through the streets chanting 


and shouting against the gunmen who unleashed 
a wave of arson, bombings and shootings that 
took five lives since last weekend. 


The women's anger was directed against the 


lulling of three children of the Maguire family 
slain when a wounded Irish Republican Army 
gunman smashed his getaway automobile into 
them, at the height of the outbreak. 


Londonderry remained quiet also, despite a 


march of 8,000 Protestants and 16 bands through 
the predominantly Catholic city. It com"-, 
memorates the 287th anniversary of the Protes- 
tant defeat of a Catholic siege of the city in 1689. 


U.N. Meeting Turns 
Into Shouting Match 


Geneva, Switzerland (UPI) - 


A UN. meeting on race dis- 
crimination broke into a 
shouting match Thursday with a 
jurists commission accusing the 
Soviet Union of practicing tor- 
ture and the Soviet delegate 
calling the commission head "a 
CIA agent." 


The meeting of the U.N sub- 


commission on prevention of 
discrimination, which had just 
begun a two-week session on 
human rights violations in 
southern Africa, was canceled

Niall MacDermot, secretary 
general of the International 
Commission of Jurists, in- 
troduced a memorandum 
detailing alleged torture of 
political dissidents in eight coun- 
tries including the Soviet Union.

Smirnov jumped up and shouted 
that MacDermot "is a CIA agent 
and the International Commis- 
sion of Jurists is a CIA 
organization." 


The commission report 


charged Indonesia, Iran, the 
Philippines, Guatemala, 
Uruguay, Braal, South Korea 
and the Soviet Union 
systematically tortured political 
prisoners; it contained 
testimony from Iranian and 
South Korean prisoners alleging 
sexual abuse. 


Smirnov and Iranian delegate 


Manouchehr Ganji demanded 
immediate withdrawal -of the 
memorandum which had been 
circulated among the delegates 
— human rights experts from 26 
nations. 


Replying to Sraimov, MacDer- 


mot said torture is a worldwide 
problem and "it must be made 
clear what countries practice it, 
otherwise a report would be 
utterly useless." 


Interviewed during the uproar 


in the meeting hall, MacDermot 
said he presented a similar 
memorandum last year on tor- 
ture in Chile and South Africa 
but "no one protested."

" The possible resignation from the 
Nebraska Legislature of Sen. William 
.•Nrchol of Scottsbluff propels speculation 
into high orbit. 


- Nichol, who won a contested election 
over write-in candidate Terry Carpenter in 
the 48th District contest two years ago, says 
.he "probably will accept" the job as 
. executive director of the Nebraska Associa- 
. tion of County Officials which has been 


offered to him. 


Should he resign his legislative seat, he 


said he would do so after August 26, so that 
Gov. Jim Exon would appoint a replace- 
ment for the remaining two years of 
Nichol's term. A resignation prior to 
August 26 would mean that candidates 
could file petitions seeking election to his 
unqxpired term. 
."* Nichol told the Associated Press that 
legislation affecting local governments had 
been his primary concern and that working 
. with the county officials association would 
allow him to concentrate on his interest 
area full-time. 


~ 
v Gov. Exon reportedly has said he will 
consider any number of replacements if 
'Nichol resigns. 


One replacement comes immediately 


to mind — Terry Carpenter, who said upon 
bearing of the possible vacancy that he 
would be willing to fill it. At 76, Nebraska's 
political legend wants to be more active 
and feels he could be "of some value" to 
the Legislature if he returned. 


That is an understatement if there ever 


was one. 


Carpenter was, and .would be again, of 


immense value to the legislative process 
and Nebraska state government. 


There is not only a vacancy possible in 


the 48th legislative district. There has 
existed a leadership void in the Legislature 
since Carpenter resigned to run for the 
Democratic nomination for lieutenant 
governor two years ago. The Legislature 
has not been completely teaderless, of 
course. It would be unfair and inaccurate 
to suggest that. But Carpenter's absence is 
felt, even if he was feared by many of his 
colleagues. And with the resignation of 
executive board chairman Sen. Eugene 
Mahoney last month to take the Game and 
Parks Commission post, one more strong 
figure has taken himself out of the 
legislature picture. 


In our opinion Terry Carpenter was the 


people's choice in the contested 48th 
District election of 1974. Many of his 
ballots were not counted. He probably 
remains today the overwhelming choice of 
people in that district to replace Sen. 
Nichol should the latter resign. 


The state would benefit from 


Carpenter's return to the Legislature — as 
unpredictable and changeable as his career 
has been. 


Certainly Gov. Exon will want to con- 


sider his sometimes-nemesis Carpenter as 
a replacement if a vacancy occurs in the 
48th District. 


It would be an act of statesmanship for • 


Exon to ignore past political feuds with 
Carpenter and appoint him to the 
Legislature. We're sure the governor is up 
to it. 


Nil Turnover Not Alarming 


We're inclined to agree with University 


of Nebraska Board of Regents Chairman 
James Moylan that resignations of top NU 
officials in the past year reflect a healthy 
situation rather than being a cause for 
alarm. 


Nine officials, including the president 


and two of three chancellors, have 
departed within the last twelve months. 


Moylan, of Omaha, believes that the 


departure of most of them for better 
positions and the fact that NU has attracted 
top-flight candidates to replace them il- 
lustrates the competitiveness and vitality 
of the university system. 


Most of the departing educators and 


administrators found better opportunities 
and none of them made lateral moves to 
other institutions, Moylan noted. 


Such upward mobility in the education 


field is as natural as it is anywhere else and 
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doesn't necessarily indicate that the 
Nebraska system is in trouble. What it 
means is that the University of Nebraska, 
like all other institutions, has served as 
only one rung on the career ladder of a 
number of qualified educators. And for 
those it has lost, it most likely will attract 
replacements with matching capabilities. 


We differ with Moylan, however, in his 


assertion that NU's ability to draw top 
talent reflects its competitiveness in the 
salary area. 


Figures supporting and opposing that 


assertion can be found, depending on your 
inclination. 


It's our belief, based on what we've 


seen, that NU salaries do not always match 
the pay offered by many top-flight univer- 
sities and that Nebraska has managed to 
draw good staff talent in spite of its pay 
scale, not because of it.

KANSAS CITY — The trouble 


with Republicans is that after 
awhile they al! look alike. They 
come from New York and 
Alabama and Oregon and Iowa, 
but you get the idea that if they 
bved in the same community, 
they would all hang around 
together. 


With a few exceptions, 


Republicans tend to be white 
and middle-aged and well 
educated and affluent. An 
Associated Press survey fonnd, 
for example, that two-thirds of 
the delegates to the national con- 
vention opening here Monday 
have incomes of more than $25,- 
000 a year. But, most of all, 
Republicans are like one 
another. 


That, of course, may be one of 


the reasons they have been 
losing so many elections lately. 
The Republican Party is not 
exclusionary in the sense of the 
Mormon Church, but it is not 
lost on anyone that there are 
very few blacks or Jews or 
Spanish-speaking Americans 
who have attained positions of 
power in the party hierarchy. 


For every Ed Derwinski or 


Silvio Conte, there seem to be a 
score of people with nice 
waspish names. The delegations 
to this convention will be led 
most often by people with such 
names as Hunt and Coghill and 
Brown and Taylor and Reed and 
Moore. 


What this homogeneity 


produces, of cpurse, is a lot of 
similar thinking. And that, in 


turn means that the great 
debates within the Grand Old 
Party are usually narrow. When 
one "of those bomb-throwers 
categorized as a Republican 
moderate or liberal suggests, for 
instance, that something needs 
to be done for the cities, there is 
no wide range of options 
explored. Instead, it is usually a 
question of just what kind of tax 
incentive should be offered to in- 
' dustry to encourage them to 
provide jobs and growth in the 
cities. 


It is apparent, too, that 


Republicans have developed a 
consensus on some of the social 
issues that Democrats consider 
most sensitive. Republicans may 
disagree among themselves on 
whether there should be a con- 
stitutional amendment on abor- 
tion, for example, but it is plain 
that most of them are hostile to 
the very notion of abortion. That 
is the basic premise. The argu- 
ment is over how far they should 
go in accepting someone else's 
premise. 


The fact that Republicans of 


the kind who make it to a 
national convention are so 
prosperous and secure in their 
own communities also means 
that they are far removed from 
some of the problems that con- 
ventions are supposed to discuss. 
Republicans are not insensitive 
to the social role in crime but it 
is clear that few of those who 
have a voice in writing party 
policy have much real 
experience as either victims or 
friends and associates of the 


perpetrators Crime is far more 
of an abstraction to your typical 
Republican leader than it is to 
someone who lives on the South 
Side of Chicago or on either side 
of Cleveland. 


The lack of personal involve- 


ment in social problems m- 
e\ itably leads to a sterility in the 
debate among Republicans on 
those problems. Those arguing 
the future of the cities, for exam- 
ple, are too likely to be a small 
town, self-employed busi- 
nessman from Illinois and a 
woman from Arizona with a sun- 
tan who plays golf five days a 
week and bndge and tennis the 
other two. 


This is not a fair picture, of 


course, of all Republicans. There 
are poor Republicans and blue- 
collar and black Republicans 
and Republicans whose names 
end with vowels. 


But it is a fair picture of those 


who make up the Republican es- 
tablishment, such as those who 
are dominating the preliminaries 
to the national convention next 
week and will dominate the con- 
vention itself In a party of peo- 
ple who are so much alike, only

One replacement comes immediately 
to mind — Terry Carpenter, who said upon 
hearing of the possible vacancy that he 
would be willing to fill it. At 76, Nebraska’s 
political legend wants to be more active 
and feels he could be “ of some value” to 
the Legislature if he returned. 
That is an understatement if there ever 
was one.

We’re inclined to agree with University 
of Nebraska Board of Regents Chairman 
James Moylan that resignations of top NU 
officials in the past year reflect a healthy 
situation rather than being a cause for 
alarm.

KANSAS CITY - The trouble 
with Republicans is that after 
awhile they al! look alike. They 
come from New York and 
Alabama and Oregon and Iowa, 
but you get the idea that if they 
lived in the same community, 
they would all hang around 
together. 


With a few exceptions, 
Republicans tend to be white 
and middle-aged and well 
educated and affluent. An 
Associated Press survey found, 
for example, that two-thirds of 
the delegates to the national con­ 
vention opening here Monday 
have incomes of more than $25,- 
000 a year. But, most of all, 
Republicans are like one 
another. 


That, of course, may be one of 
the reasons they have been 
losing so many elections lately. 
The Republican Party is not 
exclusionary in the sense of the 
Mormon Church, but it is not 
lost on anyone that there are 
very few blacks or Jews or 
Spanish-speaking Americans 
who have attained positions of 
power in the party hierarchy. 


For every Ed Derwinski or 
Silvio Conte, there seem to be a 
score of people with nice 
waspish names. The delegations 
to this convention will be led 
most often by people with such 
names as Hunt and Coghill and 
Brown and Taylor and Reed and

What this homogeneity 
produces, of cpurse, is a lot of 
similar thinking. And that, in 


turn means that the great 
debates within the Grand Old 
Party are usually narrow. When 
one of those bomb-throwers 
categorized as a Republican 
moderate or liberal suggests, for 
instance, that something needs 
to be done for the cities, there is 
no wide range of options 
explored. Instead, it is usually a 
question of just what kind of tax 
incentive should be offered to in­ 
dustry to encourage them to 
provide jobs and growth in the 
cities. 


It is apparent, too, that 
Republicans have developed a 
consensus on some of the social 
issues that Democrats consider 
most sensitive. Republicans may 
disagree among themselves on 
whether there should be a con­ 
stitutional amendment on abor­ 
tion, for example, but it is plain 
that most of them are hostile to 
the very notion of abortion. That 
is the basic premise. The argu­ 
ment is over how far they should 
go in accepting someone else’s 
premise.

The fact that Republicans of 
the kind who make it to a 
national convention are so 
prosperous and secure in their 
own communities also means 
that they are far removed from 
some of the problems that con­ 
ventions are supposed to discuss. 
Republicans are not insensitive 
to the social role in crime but it 
is clear that few of those who 
have a voice in writing party 
policy have much real 
experience as either victims or 
friends and associates of the 


perpetrators. Crime is far more 
of an abstraction to your typical 
Republican leader than it is to 
someone who lives on the South 
Side of Chicago or on either side 
of Cleveland. 
The lack of personal involve­ 
ment in social problems in­ 
evitably leads to a sterility in the 
debate among Republicans on 
those problems. Those arguing 
the future of the cities, for exam­ 
ple. are too likely to be a small 
town, self-employed busi­ 
nessman from Illinois and a 
woman from Arizona with a sun­ 
tan who plays golf five days a 
week and bridge and tennis the 
other two.

This is not a fair picture, of 
course, of all Republicans. There 
are poor Republicans and blue- 
collar and black Republicans 
and Republicans whose names 
end with vowels.

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GOP In Poor Shape' 


NEW YORK - There’s no 
mistaking the poor shape of the 
Republican Party in public opi­ 
nion polls. As the GOP 
assembles in Kansas City, its two 
possible presidential candidates 
trail Jimmy Carter by huge 
margins. Party identification is 
at an all-time low (18 to 21%) — 
likewise the percentage of peo­ 
ple choosing the GOP as best 
equipped to solve the country’s 
most pressing problems. 


From Gallup to Yankelovich, 
all of the national opinion 
probers make the same basic 
points, 
with only tbe 
phraseology and percentages 
varying a bit from poll to poll. 
But a larger question remains: 
Has the Republican Party’s 
chance come and gone, and do 
the slumping polls of the last few 
yean signal an even weaker 
future?

Let’s look at the ups and 
downs in party identification 
over the last 12 years. First, con­ 
sider the period from 1964 
through 1970. During these 
yean, according to Univenity of 
Michigan pollsten, the percen­ 
tage of Democratic self- 
identifiers dropped from 51 per 
cent to 43%, while the percen­ 
tage of Republicans increased 
from 24 to 25%. Similarly, 
Gallup showed the Democrats 
plummeting from 53% in 1964 to 
42% in 1969, while the GOP rose 
from 25 to 29%. And Louis 
Harris found the percentage of 
Democrats dropping from 52% 
in 1965 to 48%in 1970 as the 
number of Republicans climbed 
from 31 to 33%. Shifts like these 


aren’t chicken feed. They make 
it dear that the Democrats were 
losing strength in a major way, 
while independent and GOP 
self-identification rose. 
By 1970, though, the first GOP 
opportunity had passed with the 
Nixon administration's failure to 
consolidate the electorate put up 
for grabs by the rise of George 
Wallace and the erosion of old 
Democratic loyalties. As of late 
1970, Gallup reported small 
Democratic Party identification 
gains over 1969. And whereas 
1968 and early 1970 polling had 
seen the Republicans chosen as 
the party best able to handle the 
country’s most important 
problem, that edge soon 
crumbled. December, 1971 
Gallup polls found 32% picking 
the Democrats as best able to 
handle the country’s top 
problem. Only 227o picked the 
Republicans. 


Come 1972, the GOP got 
another chance as the 
Democrats tore themselves 
apart nominating George 
McGovern. During tbe late 
summer and early fall of 1972, 
the GOP seemed on the verge of 
a breakthrough. Asked by Gallup 
which party could best handle 
what was seen as the country’s 
most important problem, 39% 
picked the Republicans and just 
29% chose tbe Democrats.

Party identification shifts are 
not so clear. Gallup found the 
GOP recovering in 1972 to just 
about 1969 levels, scoring 28% to 
the Democrats’ 43 per cent. The

identifiers were down to 407c, 
while the GOP, at 2370, held 
about steady. But a more 
detailed analysis came from 
Philadelphia opinion sampler 
Albert Sindlmger, who polled on 
a weekly basis. After the 
McGovem-Eagleton debacle he 
charted a major late summer 
movement, away from the 
Democrats and toward the GOP, 
that was not apparent in the 
much less frequent Gallup and 
Harris polls.

June.

"The Legislature is essentially saying to the 


governor, 'You go ahead and run the state and 
handle everything, because we really are as 
irresponsible and disorganized as you have been 
saying. Once out of session, we are completely in- 
effective'." 


DeCamp cited legislative inaction now as 


"the height of irresponsibility." The Associated 
Press reported he sent petitions to lawmakers, 
asking if they want a special session.

contract doesn't mean anything. 


The fact is the fine print does 


mean something and can make a 
significant difference in what 
one may be told and the actual 
meaning of the agreement 


Pride has no place in making 


sure one understands the 
meaning of a contract which 
may cost him considerable, 
Speicher said, stressing that 
before signing a contract a con- 
sumer should take the contract 
home and look it over when the 
salesperson isn't around. 


In other discussion, the Lin-

Education Described 
As More Than Basics

The primary role of the 


schools is to give children the 
necessary resources to surmount 
the limitations of a local com- 
munity. 


That's the assessment of Dr. 


Ralph Tyler, a nationally known 
education consultant, who ad- 
dressed about 400 Nebraska 
school administrators during 
their annual convention in Lin- 
coln Thursday. 


Speaking on the basics in 


education, Tyler said that 
"there's more to it than reading, 
writing and arithmetic." 
Teachers and school officials 
must realize they have to "widen 
the narrow horizons of education 
to cope with the changing en- 
vironment 
outside the 


classroom," he said. 


Students spend only 1,100 


hours a year in the classroom, 
according to Tyler, but about 1,- 
500 hours in front of the televi- 
sion, a medium which wasn't 
"designed to inform them of 
what's happening with their 
world." 


People are quick to blame 


television for increases in crime 
and violence, but they "seem to 
blame the schools for every 
other shortcoming with their 
youth," he added. 


"When the Russians sent their 


Sputnik into outer space, the 
schools were blamed because we 
didn't have enough technology in 
this country to match that," 
"""yler said. 


Talk about the "basics in- 


creases with a decrease in 


affluence," he said, adding, 
"Then everybody tells the 
schools how badly they're 
doing." 


Tyler urged educators to look 


at the basics as they fit into the 
whole pattern of the students' 
environment, and start making 
"dreams into realities." 


State Education Com- 


missioner Anne Campbell aired 
a "laundry list of needs" iden- 
tified as crucial by the group 
during their meeting last year. 


In the highly controversial 


area of state aid to education, 
she told the group that the State 
Department of Education would 
probably be seeking an emergen- 
cy appropriation of $2.2 million 
to meet the requirements of the 
department 


She also promised that the 


department would do everything 
possible to eliminate paperwork 
for the local districts and would 
seek more interagency coopera- 
tion to make programs work for 
the state. 


She noted continued progress 


in re-codification of the statutes 
which affect education as well as 
an alternative to teacher cer- 
tification. 


Other areas of concern for the 


state will be in Title IX 
programs (sex discrimination), 
student rights (as outlined in 
LB503) and bilingual education. 


"We must do everything possi- 


ble to eliminate the conceived 
barriers that keep a student 
from the education he 
deserves," she said. "Above all, 
we must make the student our 
primary concern."

may cost him considerable, 
Speicher said, stressing that 
before signing a contract a con­ 
sumer should take the contract 
home and look it over when the 
salesperson isn’t around. 
In other discussion, the Lin­ 
coln Senior Citizens Council 
expressed concern that many 
senior citizens are not aware that 
there is no longer any income 
restriction on reduced bus fares. 
Many people don’t utilize the 
cards which allow all persons 
over 65 years of age and those 
over 62 who are receiving retire­ 
ment benefits to ride the bus for 
10c instead of the usual 30* fare 
or bus token, they said.

Education Described 
As More Than Basics

The primary role of the 
schools is to give children the 
necessary resources to surmount 
the limitations of a local com­ 
munity. 
That’s the assessment of Dr. 
Ralph Tyler, a nationally known 
education consultant, who ad­ 
dressed about 400 Nebraska 
school administrators during 
their annual convention in Lin­ 
coln Thursday. 
Speaking on the basics in 
education, Tyler said that 
“there’s more to it than reading, 
writing and arithm etic.” 
Teachers and school officials 
must realize they have to “widen 
the narrow horizons of education 
to cope with the changing en­ 
vironm ent outside the 
classroom,’’ he said. 
Students spend only 1,100 
hours a year in the classroom, 
according to Tyler, but about 1,- 
500 hours in front of the televi­ 
sión, a medium which wasn’t 
“designed to inform them of 
what's happening with their 
world.” 
People are quick to blame 
television for increases in crime 
and violence, but they “seem to 
blame the schools for every 
other shortcoming with their 
youth,” he added. 
‘ When the Russians sent their 
Sputnik into outer space, the 
schools were blamed because we 
didn't have enough technology in 
this country to match that,” 
Tyler said. 
Talk about the “basics in­ 
creases with a decrease in 


affluence,” he said, adding, 
“ Then everybody tells the 
schools how badly they’re 
doing.” 
Tyler urged educators to look 
at the basics as they fit into the 
whole pattern of the students’ 
environment, and start making 
“dreams into realities.” 
State Education Com­ 
missioner Anne Campbell aired 
a “laundry list of needs” iden­ 
tified as crucial by the group 
during their meeting last year. 
In the highly controversial 
area of state aid to education, 
she told the group that the State 
Department of Education would 
probably be seeking an emergen­ 
cy appropriation of $2.2 million 
to meet the requirements of the 
department. 
She also promised that the 
department would do everything 
possible to eliminate paperwork 
for the local districts and would 
seek more interagency coopera­ 
tion to make programs work for 
the state. 
She noted continued progress 
in re-codification of the statutes 
which affect education as well as 
an alternative to teacher cer­ 
tification. 
Other areas of concern for the 
state w ill be in Title IX 
programs (sex discrimination), 
student rights (as outlined in 
LB503) and bilingual education. 
"We must do everything possi­ 
ble to eliminate the conceived 
barriers that keep a student 
from the education he 
deserves,” she said. “Above all, 
we must make the student our 
primary concern.” 


Immunization Planning 
Is At Standstill Locally 


The Lincoln-Lancaster County 
Health Department has received 
several inquiries from local 
businesses and industries regar­ 
ding employe immunization 
programs for swine influenza. 
But detailed plans for im­ 
munization currently are at a 
standstill, pending notification 
of when the vaccine will be 
available, said Dr. E. D. Lyman, 
director. 
“Target groups for the im­ 
munization programs are in­ 
dustry and private physicians,” 
Lyman said. The vaccine also 
will be distributed “through the 
institutions, such as universities, 
colleges, jails, prisons and 
regional centers. 
“The largest target group is 
the schools,” he said, “but we 
7B4y have to let that go for the 
tttoment,” because a vaccine for 
“those under 25 years hasn’t 
been developed to create an im­ 
mune response to the level 
desired.” 
According to Lyman, the vac­ 
cine for those over 25 years has 


been proven effective, but “to 
get a good immune response 
from those under 25, the dosage 
has to be increased so they are 
getting more reactions.” 
Lyman added that once the 
immunization clinics are open, 
screening of persons receiving 
the vaccine will be standard 
procedure. 


The purpose for the screening 
is to make sure “the individual 
understands what he is getting 
and what the exact risks are,” 
Lyman said. “The risks are as 
small as anything you can run 
across, but you have to point 
them out.” 
The screening procedure also 
will help clinic personnel deter­ 
mine which persons have 
allergies which make them un­ 
suitable for immunization. 
In addition, Lyman said, those 
receiving the swine flu shots will 
have to sign a standardized con­ 
sent form designed by the 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, Ga.

Dry Weather Reduces 
Corn Crop Forecasts

Irrigated corn in Nebraska is expected to 


yield 115 bushels to the acre compared to dryland 
yields of only 45 bushels an acre, according to a 
forecast made Thursday by Jack Aschwwege, 
state statistician for the Nebraska Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service. 


The corn production, based on conditions as 


of Aug. 1, was forecast at 527 million bushels. 
This is 4% below the estimate a month ago, 5% 
above last year's crop and 5% below the all-time 
record crop harvested in 1973. 


The state average yield is now expected to be 


85 bushels an acre, the same as last year but down 
from the July 1 forecast by four bushels an acre. 


The dryland crop has been hurt by dry 


weather, particularly in northeast Nebraska 
where rains are desperately needed, Aschwege 
said. 


The dryland forecast is for 118.8 million 


bushels, down 13% from last year. Farmers in- 
tend to harvest 2.65 million acres of dryland, 20,- 
000 less than last year. The yield at 45 bushels an 
acre is down six bushels from last year. 


Irrigated corn production is forecast at 408.2 


million bushels, 11% above last year and 30% 
above 1974. Farmers expect to harvest 3.55 
million acres of irrigated com, 9% more than last 
year. The yield forecast at 115 bushel is two 


bushels above last year, but well below the record 
yield of 124.1 bushels in 1972 on irrigated land. 


"We had some irrigaton who got started late 


this year and some new irrigates haven't enough 
experience to produce top yields yet," Aschwege 
said. 
t 


Production of grain sorghum was forecast at 


112.8 million bushels, up 9% from 1975. Yield at 
55 bushels per acre is the same as last year, but 
the acreage is 9% above last year at 2.05 million 
acres. 


Soybean production is forecast at 26.8 million 


bushels, 19% below 1975 and the smallest produc- 
tion since 1972. 


The small production is due to a one bushel 


drop to 26 bushels an acre in the yield per acre 
and mostly due to the 16% drop in the number of 
acres planted to soybeans. Fanners in Nebraska 
intend to harvest 1,030,000 acres of soybeans, the 
smallest crop since 1972. Low prices at planting 
time were primarily responsible for the drop in 
the number of acres planted, according to 
Aschwege. 


The state wheat crop was forecast at 97 


million bushels, the same as last month but 2% 
below last year. Yield is pegged at 32 bushels an 
acre, the same as last month but two bushels an 
acre below 1974. 


Hay production in Nebraska is forecast at 6.4 


million tons, 4% less than 1975. 


Across 
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4-H Improves State Fair Prizes 
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State Soybean Growers 
Top Checkoff Supporters

Nebraska soybean producers are supporting 


their checkoff program better than farmers in any 
of the other 16 states that operate such a 
program, according to Eugene Clock, president 
of the Nebraska Soybean Association. 


Clock told the Nebraska Soybean Develop- 


ment, Utilization and Marketing Board Thursday 
that much of the credit was due to the way the 
board conducted its program and the effective aid 
given the board by the Nebraska Department of 
Agriculture. 


"Rent expense is one example. We will spend 


$774 for rent in our first year in the new state of- 
fice building. One state spent $18,000 for office 
space last year," Clock said. 


The Nebraska board will pay even less rent 


next year because some of the |774 involves start- 
up expenses in the office provided in the 
Agriculture Department's marketing division. 


"We are trying to get all the checkoff 


programs into the same area so they can use the 
same phones, secretarial staff and meeting 
rooms We feel the money from the checkoff 
programs should be spent on promoting the 
products, not on overhead," explained Roger 
Sandman, assistant director of agriculture. 


The committee also noted that less than one 


per cent of the farmers selling soybeans have 
asked for a refund compared to a national 


average of just under 5%. 


"Nebraska has the lowest refund request in 


the nation," Clock said. 


Committee members voted to allocate at 


least half of the $204,000 they expect to collect 
from the half-cent-a-bushel soybean tax for 
market promotion efforts overseas. 


The balance of the money will go for some 


research activities at the Institute of Agriculture 
and Natural Resources at the University of 
Nebraska, possibly for some national research 
projects such as a winter nursery where Nebraska 
soybean breeders could reduce the time needed 
to produce a new variety suited for the state. 


The committee will look at a number of 


research proposals at their next meeting in mid- 
November. Any unallocated funds will probably 
be added to the overseas marketing program at a 
later date. 


Committee members voted to hold their cash 


reserves at the lowest level possible. "We want to 
put these dollars to work as soon as we can after 
we receive them," said Kurt Blankenmeyer of 
Dakota City. 


Carl Gangwish Jr. of Shelton told the board 


he learned that marketing dollars invested by the 
committee multiply 10 times by the time they are 
spent overseas. "It is fantastic what they can do 
with just a httle money. Soybean meal use in Iran 
has increased tenfold in the past year because of a 
small development program there," he said.

Dry Weather Reduces 
Corn Crop Forecasts

Irrigated corn in Nebraska is expected to 
yield 115 bushels to the acre compared to dryland 
yields of only 45 bushels an acre, according to a 
forecast made Thursday by Jack Aschwwege, 
state statistician for the Nebraska Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service. 
The com production, based on conditions as 
of Aug. 1, was forecast at 527 million bushels. 
This is 4% below the estimate a month ago, 5% 
above last year’s crop and 5% below the all-time 
record crop harvested in 1973. 
The state average yield is now expected to be 
85 bushels an acre, the same as last year but down 
from the July 1 forecast by four bushels an acre. 
The dryland crop has been hurt by dry 
weather, particularly in northeast Nebraska 
where rains are desperately needed, Aschwege 
said. 
The dryland forecast is for 118.8 million 
bushels, down 13% from last year. Farmers in­ 
tend to harvest 2.65 million acres of dryland, 20,- 
000 less than last year. The yield at 45 bushels an 
acre is down six bushels from last year. 
Irrigated com production is forecast at 408.2 
million bushels, 11% above last year and 30% 
above 1974. Farmers expect to harvest 3.55 
million acres of irrigated com, 9% more than last 
year. The yield forecast at 115 bushel is two 


bushels above last year, but well below the record 
yield of 124.1 bushels in 1972 on irrigated land. 
“We had some irrigators who got started late 
this year and some new irrigators haven’t enough 
experience to produce top yields yet,’’ Aschwege 
said. 
' * 
Production of grain sorghum was forecast at 
112.8 million bushels, up 9% from 1975. Yield at 
55 bushels per acre is the same as last year, but 
the acreage is 9% above last year at 2.05 million 
acres. 
Soybean production is forecast at 26.8 million 
bushels, 19% below 1975 and the smallest produc­ 
tion since 1972. 
The small production is due to a one bushel 
drop to 26 bushels an acre in the yield per acre 
and mostly due to the 16% drop in the number of 
acres planted to soybeans. Farmers in Nebraska 
intend to harvest 1,030,000 acres of soybeans, the 
smallest crop since 1972. Low prices at planting 
time were primarily responsible for the drop in 
the number of acres planted, according to 
Aschwege. 
The state wheat crop was forecast at 97 
million bushels, the same as last month but 2% 
below last year. Yield is pegged at 32 bushels an 
acre, the same as last month but two bushels an 
acre below 1974. 
Hay production in Nebraska is forecast at 6.4 
million tons, 4% less than 1975. 
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State Soybean Growers 
Top Checkoff Supporters

Nebraska soybean producers are supporting 
their checkoff program better than farmers in any 
of the other 16 states that operate such a 
program, according to Eugene Glock, president 
of the Nebraska Soybean Association. 
Glock told the Nebraska Soybean Develop­ 
ment, Utilization and Marketing Board Thursday 
that much of the credit was due to the way the 
board conducted its program and the effective aid 
given the board by the Nebraska Department of 
Agriculture. 
"Rent expense is one example. We will spend 
$774 for rent in our first year in the new state of­ 
fice building. One state spent $18,000 for office 
space last year,’’ Glock said. 
The Nebraska board will pay even less rent 
next year because some of the $774 involves start­ 
up expenses in the office provided in the 
Agriculture Department’s marketing division. 
“We are trying to get all the checkoff 
programs into the same area so they can use the 
same phones, secretarial staff and meeting 
rooms. We feel the money from the checkoff 
programs should be spent on promoting the 
products, not on overhead,” explained Roger 
Sandman, assistant director of agriculture. 
The committee also noted that less than one 
per cent of the farmers selling soybeans have 
asked for a refund compared to a national 


average of just under 5%. 
“Nebraska has the lowest refund request in 
the nation,” Glock said. 
Committee members voted to allocate at 
least half of the $204,000 they expect to collect 
from the half-cent-a-bushel soybean tax for 
market promotion efforts overseas. 
The balance of the money will go for some 
research activities at the Institute of Agriculture 
and Natural Resources at the University of 
Nebraska, possibly for some national research 
projects such as a winter nursery where Nebraska 
soybean breeders could reduce the time needed 
to produce a new variety suited for the state. 
The committee will look at a number of 
research proposals at their next meeting in mid- 
November. Any unallocated funds will probably 
be added to the overseas marketing program at a 
later date. 
Committee members voted to hold their cash 
reserves at the lowest level possible. “We want to 
put these dollars to work as soon as we can after 
we receive them,” said Kurt Blankenmeyer of 
Dakota City. 
Carl Gangwish Jr. of Shelton told the board 
he learned that marketing dollars invested by the 
committee multiply 10 times by the time they are 
spent overseas. "It is fantastic what they can do 
with just a little money. Soybean meal use in Iran 
has increased tenfold in the past year because of a 
small development program there,” he said.

Fieldhouse On Last Lap 


It's one of the largest buildings in the state and it 


still doesn't have a name but there it sits on the 
Nebraska State Fairgrounds in gleaming white glory, 
the new Nebraska sports complex. 


One half of the building has been used and 


enjoyed by high school basketball fans, and by those 
who enjoy the bubbly music of Lawrence Welk. 


But the $14 million complex has another half that 


almost nobody has utilized or even seen. 


West of the basketball arena, the other sports half 


is still being worked on, with an expected completion 
date of Sept. 15. 


Building Superintendent Jerry Lott, who has been 


with the complex since the first piling was driven into 
the ground nearly four years ago, explains that 
material deliveries have held up the completion but 
that the September date should be final. 


Included in the western half of the complex is a 


10-lane, 25-meter swimming pool — one of the largest 
indoor pools in the state - a 14-foot deep diving well, 
a gymnastics hall, a wrestling arena, a 220-yard, six- 
lane synthetic surface track, five tennis courts, a sauna 
room, a training room and uncountable lockers.

The swimming area offers a pool that won't allow 


for white caps like the present NU pool in the old 
Coliseum and provides seating for 900 people with 
possible seating for 1,000 more. 


The diving well will have two boards on each end, 


three-meter boards at one end, one-meter boards at 
the other. There is also an observation window about 
three feet under the water level. 


"We'll have electronic touchboards for all 10 lanes 


in the swimming pool," said Lott. "And we've added 
markers on the lights so backstrokers will know where 
the edge of the pool is." 


Further west is the indoor track surfaced with 


Monsanto urethane. the same as NU's outdoor track at 
Ed Weir stadium. There are 10 lanes along the straight 
and six around the turns. Inside the track are five ten- 
nis courts, three on the synthetic surface, two on con- 
crete. 


Lott said there will be bleachers for 5,000 on the 


east side of the 220-yard track and possibly some extra 
rollback bleachers on the west side. 


"Everything should be used for its intended use," 


said Lott, "except for a storage room that we changed 


into offices for the women coaches. 


"Right now we're using the weight rooms, the 


basketball court and some of us have made sure the 
sauna works correctly," said Lott. "We still have some 
landscaping and painting to finish. Plus the tiling in 
the swimming areas and a few minor touchups. But 
otherwise we're ready to use the whole thing. 


"Getting ready for 10 days of concentrated use 


during the Nebraska State Fair will give the building a 
good test," said Lott. Grandstand shows will be held in 
the basketball arena and the track will be used as an 
exhibition hall. 


"We don't have any real problems now but we'll 


have to wait and see after we've used the building a bit 
and all the coaches and students have gotten in here," 
said Lott. 


"The builders have to guarantee the building for 


one year after the owner has accepted it," Lott said. 


"It appears, though, that already the people of the 


state have accepted the complex, judging from all the 
compliments we received after the state basketball 
tournament and the Welk snow," said Lott. 


Now come the students.

It’s one of the largest buildings in the state and it 
still doesn’t have a name but there it sits on the 
Nebraska State Fairgrounds in gleaming white glory, 
the new Nebraska sports complex. 
One half of the building has been used and 
enjoyed by high school basketball fans, and by those 
who enjoy the bubbly music of Lawrence Welk. 
But the $14 million complex has another half that 
almost nobody has utilized or even seen. 
West of the basketball arena, the other sports half 
is still being worked on, with an expected completion 
date of Sept. 15. 
Building Superintendent Jerry Lott, who has been 
with the complex since the first piling was driven into 
the ground nearly four years ago, explains that 
material deliveries have held up the completion but 
that the September date should be final. 
Included in the western half of the complex is a 
10-lane, 25-meter swimming pool — one of the largest 
indoor pools in the state — a 14-foot deep diving well, 
a gymnastics hall, a wrestling arena, a 220-yard, six- 
lane synthetic surface track, five tennis courts, a sauna 
room, a training room and uncountable lockers. 


The swimmin g area offers a pool that won’t allow 
fo r wh ite cap s like the present NU pool in the old 
Co liseu m an d 
provides seating for 900 people with 
p o ssib le seatin g 
for 1,000 more. 
Th e d iv in g well will 
have two boards on each end, 
three-meter boards at one end, one-meter boards at 
the other. There is also an observation window about 
three feet under the water level. 
"We ll have electronic touchboards for all 10 lanes 
in the swimming pool,” said Lott. "And we’ve added 
mark ers o n 
the lights so backstrokers will know where 
the ed g e o f the pool is.” 
Fu rth er west is the indoor track surfaced with 
Mo n san to u reth an e, 
the same as NU’s outdoor track at 
Ed Weir stad iu m. Th ere are 10 
lanes along the straight 
an d six aro u n d th e 
turns. Inside the track are five ten­ 
n is co u rts, th ree o n th e 
synthetic surface, two on con­ 
crete. 
Lo tt said there will b e bleachers for 5,000 on the 
east sid e o f the 220-yard track and possibly some extra 
rollback bleachers on the west side. 
‘‘Everything should be used for its intended use,” 
said Lott, “except for a storage room that we changed 


into offices for the women coaches. 
“Right now we’re using the weight rooms, the 
basketball court and some of us have made sure the 
sauna works correctly,” said Lott. “We still have some 
landscaping and painting to finish. Plus the tiling in 
the swimming areas and a few minor touchups. But 
otherwise we’re ready to use the whole thing. 
“Getting ready for 10 days of concentrated use 
during the Nebraska State Fair will give the budding a 
good test," said Lott. Grandstand shows will be held in 
the basketball arena and the track will be used as an 
exhibition hall. 
“We don’t have any real problems now but we’ll 
have to wait and see after we’ve used the building a bit 
and all the coaches and students have gotten in here," 
said Lott. 
"The builders have to guarantee the building for 
one year after the owner has accepted it,” Lott said. 
“It appears, though, that already the people of the 
state have accepted the complex, judging from all the 
compliments we received aft» the state basketball 
tournament and the Welk show,” said Lott. 
Now come the students.

Full Circle and the Chemical Dependency 


Unit (CDU) may be duplicating one another's 
programs; or they may be delivering different, 
necessary services. 


The City-County Common wants to know 


which, and what to do about funding those 
programs. 


The Common soon will formally ask the Lin- 


coln Council on Alcoholism and Drugs (LCAD) to 
review those two locally funded programs to 
determine any duplications or differences, Bob 
Clark, city-county human services administrator, 
told LCAD's Drug Treatment Planning Com- 
mittee Thursday. 


The Common wants to know by Apnl 


whether LCAD considers both services necessary, 
or whether they should be combined or the 
programs integrated, Clark said. 


Another LCAD committee recently com- 


pleted a city-requested study of four city-funded 
alcoholism programs, and recommended that the 
four be combined under a new alcoholism ser- 
vices division of the City-County Health Depart- 
ment. 


The requested study "is not an attempt to 


scuttle anything or anybody," Clark said, "but to 
let officials know what they're doing and why." 


Recent studies have found that the 


differences in clientele at Full Circle and CDU 


are "getting less and less," with both treating 
more cases of combined drug and alcohol 
dependency, Clark said. 


Full Circle is a residential drug treatment 


facility which also offers out-patieut services. 
CDU, housed at Lincoln General Hospital, treats 
and rehabilitates alcoholics and drug abusers. 


In other action, the drug committee looked 


over results of recent surveys of juvenile drug 
use. Those statistics revealed that juveniles, par- 
ticularly those 15 and under, "don't trust es- 
tablished treatment mechanisms," but rather go 
to their friends, said Rich Jocbem, LCAD assis- 
tant director. 


Hard data were not available since most 


human service agencies and local hospitals do not 
collect statistics on juvenile drug use. 


Committee Chairman Marsha Shada ap-

Until 
Friday, assistant attorney 
general’s officer Paul Snyder 
argued the case. 
The suit alleges that a firm 
hired by the State Troopers 
Association has been mis­ 
representing itself when selling 
advertising for the magazine. 
According tojhe lawsuit, the 
company told possible adver­ 
tisers: 
— That persons soliciting ads 
by telephone were state troopers 
when actually they were 
professional solicitors; 
— That money for the ads 
would go for state trooper 
benevolent funds including a 
scholarship fund and a disability 
program when only 20% of the 
money went to the troopers’ 
organization. 
The suit further alleges that no 
scholarship or disability 
program has been established 


and that the funds going to the 
troopers’s organization actually 
are being used for operating 
expenses. 
State Troopers’ Association 
secretary Dale Hopp said 
Thursday he believes the lawsuit 
is the result of the attorney 
general’s office and the State 
Patrol hierarchy’s trying to stop 
publication of the magazine. 
"These are all things designed 
to slow up production” of the 
magazine, Hopp said. 
"Were attempting to do a 
very legitimate thing here," he 
said. “ We don’t want the 
public to think we brought this 
company in to do something il­ 
legal," he said. 
The suit alleges that the ad 
sales company told advertisers 
that all of the state troopers 
belonged to the organization 
when only "about 40%” actually 
belonged. 
Hopp estimated about 45% of 
the state’s officers belong to the

"The company s been here 
since June. If they wanted to 
stop them, why didn’t they do it 
then instead of now?” Hopp 
said. 
He also said that the same 
company is handling business for 
state police magazines in Iowa, 
Illinois and Indiana.

Pasadena, Calif. (UPI) - 


Viking scientists know that Mars 
appears from Earth as. a small 
red ember in the night sky. They 
would, like to see what Earth 
would look like to a Martian 
astronomer—if there were any. 


Dr. James Pollack of the 


Viking Lander Imaging Team 
said Thursday Earth may be at 
the limit of the lander cameras' 
sensitivity, but they were 
"looking into the possibility of 
taking a picture of Earth." - 


He said the robot's twin 


cameras have already been 
turned into an astronomical 
observatory to measure the 
amount of sunlight lost going 
through the thin Martian air." 


The lander's soil scoop finally 


dumjed a sample into an 
organic analyzer instrument 
Thursday and Viking 2 looked at 
a possible landing site described 
as similar to the Gobi Desert. 


Two weeks behind schedule, 


the soil arm delivered a full sam- 
ple to Viking 1's gas 
chrottatograph mass spec- 
trometer which will test for past 
signs of organic life on Mars. 
Thet Instrument, however, had 
already started a full sequence 
without the sample and the cycle 
muslbe completed before it can 
start again. 


The schoop arm jammed on an 


earlto attempt to dump soil into 
the chamber's hopper but began 
functioning with a series of cor- 
rective computer commands. 


The.Gobi Desert-like site is 


one of three large areas of a 
northern Martian latitude being 
considered for Viking 2's landing 
early in September.

planet, low plains covered with 
fine basaltic material.

There may 
be organic material cold-trapped 
in the polar regions and blown 
down into this latitude.

Mars View 
Of Earth 
Considered 
Pasadena, Calif. (UPI) — 
Viking scientists know that Mars 
ap p ears from Earth as a small 
red ember in the nig ht sky . They 
would like to see what Earth 
would look like to a Martian 
astronomer — if there were any . 
Dr. James Pollack of the 
Viking Lander Imag ing Team 
said Thursday Earth may be at 
the limit of the lander cameras' 
sensitiv ity , but they were 
“looking into the p ossibility of 
taking a p icture of Earth.’’ - 
He said the robot’s twin 
cameras hav e already been 
turned into an astronomical 
observ atory to measure the 
amount of sunlig ht lost g oing 
throug h the thin Martian air.' 
The lander’s soil scoop finally 
dump ed a samp le into an 
org anic analy zer instrument 
Thursday and Viking 2 looked at 
a p ossible landing site described 
as similar to the Gobi Desert. 
Two weeks behind schedule, 
the soil arm deliv ered a full sam­ 
p le to Viking l ’s g as 
chromatog rap h mass sp ec­ 
trometer which will test for p ast 
sig ns of org anic life on Mars. 
The, instrument, howev er, had 
already started a full sequence 
without the samp le and the cy cle 
must be comp leted before it can 
start ag ain. 
The schoop arm jammed on an 
earlier attemp t to dump soil into 
the chamber 's hop p er but beg an 
functioning with a series of cor­ 
rectiv e comp uter commands. 
The Gobi Desert-like site is 
one of three larg e areas of a 
northern Martian latitude being 
considered for Viking 2’s landing 
early in Sep tember. 
The firs t choice site , 
desig nated B-l on the Acidalia 
p lains, “is the so-called g reat 
northern lowlands,’’ he said. 
"This is the lowest p art of the 
p lanet, low p lains cov ered with 
fine basaltic material. It is like 
the ocean floors on Earth. 
•'But the closest Earth 
analog ," he said, “is northern 
China where material is blown 
from the Gobi Desert and cov ers 
the fertile p lains.” 
He said B-l ap p ears v ery 
hazardous and while Viking 2 is 
orbiting it also is “walking " 
westward and will p hotog rap h 
two other areas. 
‘ This is all wind-blown 
material. The material is eroded, 
we think, from the equator and 
blown to the p olar reg ions and 
re-eroded by wind. There may 
be org anic material cold-trap p ed 
in the p olar reg ions and blown 
down into this latitude. 
“Our ap p roach p ictures con­ 
firm our model,” Masurky said. 
“This is the wettest p lace on the 
p lanet. It is fiv e times wetter 
than any other p art of Mars.”

Small Schools 
Irk Osborne 


DALLAS (UPI) - Nebraska 


head coach Tom Osborne said 
Thursday the chief threat to 
college *football as it is now 
played is the ability of small 
schools to tell big schools what 
to do. 


"College 
football is very 


popular around the country." 
said Osborne, who is taking part 
in an NCAA-promoted pre- 
season tour. "And 1 would like to 
see it stay that way. But 
sometime we are going to reach 
a turning point and I'm afraid 
nobody will know what that tur- 
ning point is until it is too late." 


Osborne said his chief con-' 


corn 
lies 
in 
the possible 


realignment of NCAA institu- 
tions. 


"We tried to realign at our last 


convention." he said. "We 
started out with 138 Division 1 
schools and we pared that list 
down to 100. 


"But by the time they dealt 


with all the appeals we wound 
up with 143 Division 1 schools. 


"I believe there are 60 to 65 


schools in the country that draw 
an average of 30,000 or more per- 
sons to their football games. 
After that it drops off quickly to 
the point where many of those 
143 schools are only drawing 10,- 
000 to 12,000 a game. 


"These are the schools that 


will have a say in things and I'm 


concerned about it." 


In Osborne's opinion, the 


most dire circumstance that 
could come about from small- 
school control of the NCAA is 
the institution of "need scholar- 
ships." 


Many schools with low- 


revenue f o o t b a l l programs 
would like to give out scholar- 
ships on a need basis to cut 
budget expenses. 


"I've talked to Big 10 coaches 


who lived through a period of 
need scholarships," said Os- 
borne, "and they said it was a 
real jungle. It brings about so 
much cheating. 


"And there Ls no way to come 


up with an equitable table. A 
family making $10.000 in New 
York City is really in need. But a 
family making that much money 
in a small town in Nebraska is 
fairly well off. They are not 
wealthy, but they are better than 
some.

The NL never 
has used the rule and it has been 
banned from the World Senes in 
previous years. 


National League owners re- 


mained staunch in their opposi- 
tion to the rule, and Kuhn. using 
his powers as commissioner, 
cast the tie-breaking vote in 
favor of the American League. 


The National League claims 


the rule is against the best in- 
terests of baseball and could 
open the door for designated 
runners and other forms of 
specialization w h i c h would 
water down baseball's product. 


Kuhn. however, rejected a 


proposal that the designated 
hitter be permitted in All-Star 
cames. noting liberal substitu- 
tions are used anyway, and let 
.stand a previous agreement that 
the designated hitter be used in 
inter-league exhibition games 
in American League parks.

Weiskopf s 65 Leads PGA 


BETHESDA. Md. (UPI) - A deeply 


talented but troubled man, Tom Weiskopf 
believes he is among the best players in 
professional golf, but he does not always 
act like it 


Thursday, however, was one of his good 


da\s 


Wciskopf allowed his talent to 


overshadow his troubles and he came 
through the steaming cauldron that is 
Congressional Country Club to shoot a five- 
under-par 65 and take a one-stroke first 
round lead in the 58th PGA Championship. 


There were two players tied fo 
1- second 


place at 66—Tom Kite, a young Texan who 
won his first pro tournament this summer 
after four years of struggle, and Dr. Gil 
Morgan, a 29-year-old optometrist who 
ne\er even made the leader board until he 
finished with birdies at two of the last four 
holes. 


Weiskopf's performance made it easy to 


forget that twice within the last two 
months he has quit tournaments following 
discouraging starts-a 75 in the Western 
Open and a 74 at Westchester. 


Those were not the first time and 


probably not the last time the tempermen- 
tal. 33-year-old Weiskopf walked off a golf 
course in disgust, and as recently as 
three weeks ago, before the Canadian 
Open, he found himself telling people, once 
again, that he was a changed man and 
would clean up his image. 


Simply put. Weiskopf has an image 


problem, even though he is one of the elite 
group of 10 men who have earned a million 
dollars or more on the pro golf tour. 


Two years ago. Weiskopf was fined by 


the PGA for giving up during this very- 
championship, backhanding a few putts on 
one green on the back nine and then 
walking off the course. 


At the time, Weiskopf promised he 


would not do it again, but two months later 
he quit the World Open, was slapped with a 
bigger fine and threatened with a suspen- 
sion. In 1975. the tournament sponsor ac- 
cused Weiskopf of "not trying" during 
the 
second round at Tucson and 


protested to Commissioner Deane Beman. 
Weiskopf claimed that was a bad rap—"If I 
wasn't trying, why would I have birdied the 
last hole'" he said—and nothing came of 
the incident 


"Now they're watching everything I do." 


Weiskopf said. 


In fairness to Weiskopf. it must be 


pointed out that—as is normal—his con- 
troversial incidents attract considerably 
more attention than the other things he 
does There's a young boy in New York's 
Westchester County who thinks Weiskopf is 
a great guy because last year, after blowing 
a seven-stroke lead and losing at 
Westchester. Weiskopf joked with the 
youngster on the way when he was asked 
tor an autograph on the way to his car. 


Thursday. Weiskopf built his score 


around four "2s" on his scorecard He bir- 
died three of the four par-three holes and 
sank a six-iron from about 170 yards for an 
eagle at the 456-yard sixth hole. 


His front nine 31 was one stroke off the 


PGA Championship record and his total 65 
was one shot off the course record at 
Congressional, a 7.054-yard layout 
cut 


through 
rolling countryside and 


t e a l u r i n g severely undulating 
greens. 


Weiskopl needed onh 26 putts to 


produce the best M'ore on a day that sur- 
prbinglv produced more than a dozen par- 
or-bctter score-

The type of explosion that rocked the 


Pastime Bowl in Hastings recently is less 
hkely to occur in a Lincoln bowling es- 
tablishment 


The explosion and ensuing fire virtually 


destroyed the 32-lane Hastings bowling 
alley, causing an estimated $1.2 million in 
damages. Tom Render, one of the men 
working on the rpRnnhing crew was killed 
and three others were injured in the explo- 
sion, caused by an air compressor turning 
on Pastime Bowl was the site for the 
Nebraska Women's State bowling tourna- 
ment earlier this year. 


Toe reason Lincoln houses are less 


susceptible to such a fire is their use of 
non-red label products in refinishing the 
lanes, according to Don KiDen, who 
handles insurance for all five in-town Lin- 
coln bowling bouses and a total of 45 
bowling alleys in the midwest area 
Hastings did not use a non-red label 
product. Killen said 


Difference in the labeling of these 


finishing products is the {'Qtab point or 
toe anwont of beat it takes to start a toe. 


Red label products have a much lower 
degree flash point than non-red label 
products- 


"Of course, anything can burn. There is 


always a possibility of a fire in any bowling 
aDey." says Killen. "But from a safety 
standpoint I would say it is definitely safer 
to use non-red label products. 


Jim Dill (manager at Hollywood) and 


Red Smith (manager of Parkway) were 
among the very first nationally to see the 
safety value of non-red label products and 
urge their use," adds Killen. "All of the 
Lincoln proprieton have been vitally con- 
cerned with safety in their bowling es- 
tablishments." 


Nevertheless, many bowling es- 


tablishments, continue to use red label 
products According to Killen some 
proprietors feel red label products are 
more convenient, can make for a better 
condition for the bowlers and do not cause 
some wear and tear problems non-red label 
products can produce. 


But there a no question of the danger in- 


volved m using Owe products, KiDen said 


The advantage of the non-nd label 


products which Lincoln bowling es- 
tablishments use is that they don't have the 
arcing potential red label products have. 


"When either substance is on the lane 


there is no problem," says Killen. "But 
with a red label product it is possible, 
depending on the amount of bowling on the 
lanes, to add three, four, five or six extra 
coats of finish 


When you start pulling that finish off is 


when the danger comes in," says KiUen 
"With the dust particles m the air it is 
possible to simulate an explosion of as 
much as 40 to 80 sticks of dynamite." Star- 
ting an electrical motor or a pilot light can 
easily set off the explosion, KiDen notes. 


While the dangers in resurfacing are 


acute for the proprietor and the refiniihing 
crews, the danger) in a bowling alley for 
the bowlers are minimal as far as a major 
fire is concerned. 


There has been a very negligible 


number of major fires in bowling es- 


tablishments while people were actually 
bowling," says KiDen "I would say 90 to 
95'" of these fires occur white resur- 
facing."

The ex plo sio n and ensuing fire v irtually 
destro y ed the 3 2-lane Hastings bo wling 
alley , causing an estimated $1.2 millio n in 
damages. To m Rehder, o ne o f the men 
wo rking o n the refinishing crew was killed 
and three o thers were injured in the ex plo ­ 
sio n, caused by an air co mpresso r turning 
o n. Pastime Bo wl was the site fo r the 
Nebraska Wo men’s State bo wling to urna­ 
ment earlier this y ear. 


“Of co u rse, any thing can bu rn. There is 
alway s a p o ssibility 
o f a fire in any bo wling 
alley ,” say s Killen. “ Bu t fro m a safety 
stand p o int 1 wo u ld say it is d efinitely safer 
to u se no n-red label p ro d u cts. 


The reaso n Linco ln ho uses are less 
susceptible to such a fire is their use o f 
no n-red label pro ducts in refinishing the 
lanes, acco rding to Do n Killen, who 
handles insurance fo r all fiv e in-to wn Lin­ 
co ln bo wling ho uses and a to tal o f 45 
bo wling alley s in the midwest area. 
Hastings did no t use a no n-red label 
pro duct, Killen said. 


"Jim Dill (manager at Ho lly wo o d ) and 
Red Smith (manager o f Parkway ) were 
amo ng the v ery first natio nally to see the 
safety v alu e o f no n-red label p ro d u cts and 
u rge their u se,” ad d s Killen. “AU o f the 
Linco ln p ro p rieto rs hav e been v itaUy co n­ 
cerned with safety in their bo wling es­ 
tablishments.” 


“ When either su bstance is o n the lane 
there is no p ro blem,” say s KiUen. “ Bu t 
with a red label p ro d u ct it is p o ssible, 
d ep end ing o n the amo u nt o f bo wling o n the 
lanes, to ad d three, fo u r, fiv e o r six ex tra 
co ats o f finish. 


"When y o u start pulling that finish o ff is 
when the danger co mes in,” say s KUlen. 
“With the dust particles in the air it is 
p o ssible to simulate an ex plo sio n o f as 
much as 40 to 8 0 sticks o f dy namite ” Star­ 
ting an electrical mo to r o r a pUo t light can 
easily set o ff the ex plo sio n, KiUen no tes. 


Nev ertheless, many bo wling es­ 
tablishments, co ntinue to use red label 
pro ducts. Acco rding to Killen so me 
pro prieto rs feel red label pro ducts are 
mo re co nv enient, can make fo r a better 
co nditio n fo r the bo wlers and do no t cause 
so me wear and tear pro blems no n-red label 
pro ducts can pro duce. 


While the dangers in resurfacing are 
acute fo r the pro prieto r and the refinishing 
crews, the dangers in a bo wling alley fo r 
the bo wlers are minimal as far as a majo r 
fire is co ncerned. 
“ There has been a v ery negligible 
nu mber o f majo r fires in bo wling es- 


Difference in the labeling o f these 
finishing pro ducts is the (‘flash po int” o r 
the amo unt o f heat it takes to start a fire. 


But there is no questio n o f the danger in­ 
v o lv ed in using these pro ducts, Killen said. 
The adv antage o f the no n-red label 


tablishments while p eo p le were actu ally 
bo wling," say s Killen.

WASHINGTON (AP) -> Four 


Kansas and Nebraska cattlemen 
told President Ford Thursday 
the cattle business is in bad 
shape and urged him to promote 
more federal and public beef 
purchases. 


The cattlemen also com- 


plained that Australian and New 
Zealand beef being trans- 
shipped to the United States 
through Puerto Rico violates the 
import quota law. 


Floyd Fairleigh of Scott City, 


Kan., told reporters after the 30- 
rainute meeting that it was "a 
good meeting and we got a fa- 
vorable response from the 
I'resident." 


Other cattlemen attending 


were Tom Baxter of Grand 
Island, Neb., Wayne Hendrick- 
son of Kearney, Neb., and 
Richard Pringle of Yates Center, 
Kan. 


Accompanying them to the 


White House meeting were Sen. 
Carl Curtis, R-Neb., and Rep. 
Virginia Smith. R-Neb. 


-We told the President that 


the beef cattle situation has been 
in bad shape for three years," 
Curtis said. 


He said that feeders are losing 


an average of $70 a head while 
ranchers are losing around $50 a 
head. 


"We urged that the President, 


through Mrs. Virginia Knauer, 
urge the people to buy more beef 
and to emphasize it is a good buy 
right now." Curtis said. "We 
also asked that he consider 
having the government buy 
more beef." 


Mrs. Knauer is the Presi- 


dent's consumer advisor. 


Curtis said the problems in the 


cattle industry are due to a 
number of things "including 
violations of the quota law in 


Puerto Rico." 
' Rep. Smith said 23.3 million 
pounds of that beef came into 
the country from Puerto Rico 
last year. 


"We want these pounds put 


under the import quota law," 
she said. 


She predicted that if some- 


thing isn't done to help the beef 
industry the result will be a shor- 
tage of beef and, therefore, 
higher prices for the consumer. 


Attending the meeting was 


Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. 
Butz. 


"One of the biggest causes of 


the injury is a violation and cir- 
cumvention of the law now tak- 
ing place in Puerto Rico," Cur- 
tis said. 


"It is my understanding that a 


U.S. concern in Puerto Rico,is 
buying large quantities of beef 
and other meat from Australia 
and New Zealand and possibly 


from some other countries." he 
said. 


"This meat is being cut up in 


chunks in order to change the 
classification." Curtis said. "It is 
then shipped into the United 
States outside the quota law." 


President Ford's economic ad- 


viser, L. William Seidman, said 
Wednesday that New Zealand 
plans to halt future shipments to 
Puerto Rico and that the State 
Department is negotiating with 
the government of Australia 
over meat shipments to a 
processing plant in Puerto Rico 
that are in excess of the volun- 
tary quota. Seidman's response 
came in a letter to 59 con- 
gressmen complaining to Ford 
that more than 21 million 
pounds of foreign meat entered 
the United States from Puerto 
Rico. 


Split Verdicts Given San Quentin Inmates 


SAN RAFAEL, Calif. (AP) - 


Three San Quentin inmates were 
convicted Thursday in the 1971 
escape attempt in which black 
revolutionary George Jackson 
and five other persons died. 
Three other defendants were 
acquitted. 


The verdicts in California's 


longest criminal trial came 
almost five years after the 
attempted escape, the bloodiest 
in the prison's history. 


Willie Tate, Louis Talamantez 


and Qleeta Drumgo were found 
innocent of all charges arising 
from the Aug 21, 1971, escape 
bid in which Jackson was killed 


by a prison guard. 


Johnny L Spain was convicted 


of killing two of the three guards 
who "died in the 20-minute car- 
nage and of conspiring to escape 
with Jackson 


Hugo Pinell and David John- 


son were found guilty of 
assaulting prison guards during 
the melee in the prison's 
maximum security section. 


Tate, the only defendant free 


on bail, smiled broadly and 
raised both arms in clenched fist 
salutes when the last of his seven 
verdicts was read. Talamantez 
and Drumgo, chained to their 
chairs, managed to hug each 


other. Spain had a grim expres- 
sion. 


Superior Court Judge Henry J. 


Broderick spent 40 minutes 
reading the 46 verdicts. The 
seven women and five men were 
individually polled on each ver- 
dict after 24 days of 
deliberations. 


Testimony began July 28,1975, 


after 17 weeks were consumed in 
selecting the panel. The jury 
received the case on July 15 and 
deliberated daily except Sun- 
days. 


Tate hugged his supporters 


outside of court, many of whom 


had wept openly as the verdicts 
were read He declined to speak 
with reporters. 


Prosecutor Jerry Herman 


refused to characterize his 
feelings but said he did not con- 
sider the case closed. "There is 
still an outstanding warrant 
against Stephen Bingham," he 
said 


Bingham, a lawyer and scion 


of a Connecticut political family, 
has been accused of smuggling 
the gun to Jackson that ignited 
the bloodbath. Charged with 
murder and conspiracy, he has 
been a fugitive since the day of 
the escape attempt. He is 
believed to be hiding in Canada.

The Kansas City Chamber of Commerce 


speaking? Hardly. 


The chamber proclaims such superlatives as: 


"Big enough to be exciting. Small enough to be 
livable. Young enough to be beautiful and 
dynamic - yet old enough to be gracefully proud 
and historic." 


The above advice, and more like it, comes from 


the July 1,1900. issue of The Kansas City Star. It 
was tongue-in-cheek advice for visitors to the 
Democratic National Convention here that year. 


It was headlined: "Manners and customs in 


Kanas City: A code of instruction and advice 
designed especially for the bright young men of 
•the eastern press who have been telling all about 
us in advance of their coming to the convention." 


Then, as now, Kansas Citians worried about 


their cowtown image. Now they get tired of the 
dirhe that everything is up to date in Kansas City, 
because they know it is. 


The 1900 article probably was in retaliation for 


things that had been written about the city which, 
admitted, bad some problems. The convention 
-nail burned down 90 days before the July 4 start. 


There was talk of putting the meetings into a 
supersized tent. But the hall was rebuilt; the last 
hammer blow coincided with the first blow of the 
gavel. 


"The way to call a bellboy at the tavern is with 


a six-shooter." the Star advised. "One shot: ice 
water; two shots: pie; three shots: town topics; 
fou shots; a good cigar." 


And: "Don't try to flirt with the squaws. They 


are wiser than they look." 


"Don't ask for pal sherry at the bars, you'll get 


whisky anyway. Avoid the brusque comments of 
the barkeep by asking for the right thing at first. 
Ask for red liquor." 


"When a man sticks his bowie knife into the bar 


and invites you to drink with him, the clever thing 
to do is to accept the invitation. He will follow 
you like a dog ever afterward." 


Kansas Cty people still have something of that 


self-deprecating streak. The Star's humor colum- 
nist. Bill Vaughan, took note of that this week. 


"There are some who don't believe there is 


such a place." he wrote. "Once a resident of 
Philadelphia (wherever that is) asked me where I 
was from and I said Kansas City. He said, 'You've 
got to be kidding,' so I said I didn't have to be kid- 
ding but I was. that I was really from Des Moines. 
This seemed to satisfy him. Why it is that people 
who don't believe there is a Kansas City will 
believe there is a Des Moines is not easy to 
explain." 


Kansas City surely isn't a cowtown any more — 


although the Kemper Arena where the conven- 
tion will be held is hard by the cattle pens. So 
maybe some of that 1900 advice might still be 
valid.

Past government reports on 


marijuana and health have cited 
research indicating that "pot" 
can affect auto driving perfor- 
mance, just as alcohol can. 


New research techniques 


described in the report on "can- 
nabinoid assays in humans" will 
make it possible to investigate 
"a number of serious social and 
health problems" related to 
marijuana, DuPont said. 


"Chief among these concerns 


is the effect of marijuana 
smoking on driving," he added.

- I f a bu ffalo charges down the road at y ou , 
took him straight in the ey e. This nev er fails to 
deflect his cou rse... 
—A decent regard for the cu stoms of the cou n­ 
try is graciou s and pru dent. You may not need 
You r gu n du ring y ou r entire stay , bu t appearances 
are a whole lot in the West... 
The Kansas City Chamber of Commerce 
speak ing? Hardly . 
The chamber proclaims su ch su perlativ es as: 
“Big enou gh to be ex citing. Small enou gh to be 
liv able. You ng enou gh to be beau tifu l and 
dy namic — y et old enou gh to be gracefu lly prou d 
and historic.” 


The abov e adv ice, and more lik e it, comes from 
the Ju ly 1.1900. issu e of The Kansas City Star. It 
was tongu e-in-cheek adv ice for v isitors to the 
Democratic National Conv ention here that y ear. 
It was headlined: “Manners and cu stoms in 
Kanas City : A code of instru ction and adv ice 
designed especially for the bright y ou ng men of 
the eastern press who hav e been telling all abou t 
u s in adv ance of their coming to the conv ention.” 
Then, as now. Kansas Citians worried abou t 
their cowtown image. Now they get tired of the 
cliche that ev ery thing is u p to date in Kansas City , 
becau se they k now it is. 
The 1900 article probably was in retaliation for 
things that had been written abou t the dty which, 
admitted, had some problems. The conv ention 
hall bu rned down 90 day s before the Ju ly 4 start. 


There was talk of pu tting the meetings into a 
su persized tent. Bu t the hall was rebu ilt; the last 
hammer blow coincided with the first blow of the 
gav el. 
“The way to call a bellboy at the tav ern is with 
a six -shooter.” the Star adv ised. “One shot: ice 
water; two shots: pie; three shots: town topics; 
fou shots; a good cigar.” 
And: “Don’t try to flirt with the sq u aws. They 
are wiser than they look .” 
“Don’t ask for pal sherry at the bars, y ou ’ll get 
whisk y any way . Av oid the bru sq u e comments of 
the bark eep by ask ing for the right thing at first. 
Ask for red liq u or.” 
“When a man stick s his bowie k nife into the bar 
and inv ites y ou to drink with him, the clev er thing 
to do is to accept the inv itation. He will follow 
y ou lik e a dog ev er afterward.” 
Kansas Cty people still hav e something of that 
self-deprecating streak . The Star’s hu mor colu m­ 
nist, Bill Vau ghan, took note of that this week . 
“There are some who don’t believ e there is 
su ch a place,” he wrote. “Once a resident of 
Philadelphia (wherev er that is) ask ed me where I 
was from and I said Kansas City . He said, ’You ’v e 
got to be k idding,’ so I said I didn’t hav e to be k id­ 
ding bu t I was. that I was really from Des Moines. 
This seemed to satisfy him. Why it is that people 
who don't believ e there is a Kansas City will 
believ e there is a Des Moines is not easy to 
ex plain." 
Kansas City su rely isn’t a cowtown any more — 
althou gh the Kemper Arena where the conv en­ 
tion will be held is hard by the cattle pens. So 
may be some of that 1900 adv ice might still be 
v alid. 
“Beware of wild steers!” 


Washington (UPI) - Fu tu re 
safety camp aigns aimed at 
k eeping dru nk driv ers off the 
road s may be aim ed a t 
mariju ana smok ers as well as 
drink ers of booze.

pairment. 


“This information is necessary 
in order to bu ild mariju ana into 
the highway safety campaign 


now largely restricted to 
alcohol,” Du Pont said in an in­ 
stitu te research reoort. 


Past gov ernment rep orts on 
mariju ana and health hav e cited 
research indicating that “p ot” 
can affect au to driv ing perfor­ 
mance, ju st as alcohol can. 


New research techniq u es 
described in the rep ort on “can- 
nabinoid assay s in hu mans” will 
mak e it possible to inv estigate 
“a nu mber of seriou s social and 
health p roblems” related to 
mariju ana, Du Pont said. 


“Chief among these concerns 
is the effect of mariju ana 
smok ing on driv ing,” he added.

Suit Claims Election Laws Unconstitutional, Asks McCarthy Put On Ballot 


A lawsuit has been filed in U.S. District 
Court in Lincoln, asking that certain 
Nebraska presidential election laws be 


declared unconstitutional, and that former 
Minnesota Sen. Eugene McCarthy’s name be 
placed on the November election ballot. 
The action, which asks a three-judge 


federal panel be convened to hear the case, 
was filed by independent presidential can­ 
didate McCarthy, Pat Watkins of Broken 
. Bow, and Omahans Harry G. Mendelson, 
Edwin H. Garrison Jr., and Malcolm Paine. 
Defendants are Gov. J. James Exon and 
Nebraska Secretary of State Allen Beer- 
man n . 


The suit seeks redress “from those laws of 
the state of Nebraska... that prohibit elec­ 
toral consideration of independent can­ 
didacies for president of these United 
States.” The action notes that McCarthy, a 
Democratic presidential hopeful in 1968, is 
now seeking the post as a candidate with no 
party affiliation. 


Mendelson and Garrison want to be ap­ 
pointed presidential electors of the state for 
McCarthy, while Watkins and Paine seek to 
vote for him, “but Iiave good reason to 
believe that they will be prevented from 
doing so,” under Nebraska law. The action 
points out that under Nebraska statutes
